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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the combination of Edwards 
and Yoon. However, the Examiner respectfully maintains the above rejection and holds that the combination is reasonable. The Examiner 
maintains that it is well known in the art to provide a portable electronic communication device with a flip phone configuration wherein a 
first housing includes a transmitting unit and a second housing includes a receiving unit. The Yoon reference was used to provide 
evidence of this feature being well known. Applicant argues that the purpose of Edwards is to maximize the distance that the antenna 
extends beyond the user's head. The cover portion (24) of Edwards can be modified by incorporating a display unit and also a receiver 
unit positioned at the user's ear, while still maintaining maximum distance of the antenna beyond the user's head. Edwards even 
discloses that the cover can contain some electronics [paragraph 0020]. Therefore, the rejection is maintained. 
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
